The President and the Board of Trustees of the Village of Riverton held their regular board 

meeting on September 6th, 2016 at the Riverton Village Hall, Riverton, IL. 

The board meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. Those answering roll call: Mayor Tom 

Rader. Trustees: Russ Patrick, Dave Charles, Joe Bartley, Jim Mileham, and Tina Raycraft. Also 

in attendance were: Superintendent Alex Lyons, Office Manager Stacy Patterson, Attorney John 

Myers, and Treasurer Lashonda Fitch. 

The pledge of allegiance was recited. 

Trustee Bartley made a motion to approve August 15th meeting minutes and pay the bills. It was 

seconded by Trustee Mileham. Trustees Bartley, Mileham, Raycraft, Charles, and Patrick voted 

yes. 

Jeff King came forward to address the board regarding the Glen Acres block party. It will be 

October 8th from 2-11 PM. In previous years, they have had the Police and Fire departments 

make a stop to interact with the kids, the village has provided trash cans, and they ask for a food 

pantry donation.
